A Convert's Heconversion.
A BON OF MRE, HEMANS BENONVERTED TO PROTEST-
ANTIEM,

The conversion to Catholicism ot My, Charlos
Hemnns, son of the poetess, was announced
meny yeara ago, The Paris correspondent of
the London Guardian states that Mr, Hemuns
has recently retorned 1o the Eoglish Chureh,
and edds:—"*"When he first went over to Rome
Mr, Hewans exbitbited all the tervent zeal of &
new convert, e speat at least ten years in
Rome, during which e pubashed, n lew years
ago, 'Catholic Italy avd her Sunctuaries,” He

sEnn n careful mvestigation of the monuments

Rome, begiuning with those of the classicul

and Pagian period, und then proeseding o the
catacombs and early Christian monuments, He
eotered on the latter field of stady with the
fullest persussion that what ke found thore
would only strengthen and decpen his already
strong aud fervent attachmeat to the Koman
system, The result of patient, lone-continued,
and earnest investigation hus in o striking
manner led him to the directly opposite conelo-
¢lop, Mr. Hemuns s, 1 believe, at present
enguged on a work in which he will fully set
forth the conclusions he has arnved at, and hig
ground: lor them. Meanwhile, I am permitted
1o ofler you tor publication n letter addressed by
hm to & friend on the subjeet, in which he
states briefly the motives which have actuated
his conduct. The contents can, I think, scarcely
be otherwise than interesting to Bughsh choreli-
men.  They ure ag lollowa: -

* ‘Rev, and Dear Siri—In roference to the step
I iave lately taken in leaving the communion
ot the Roman Catholic Church, 1l has seomed
to me that, ns in regard to such solemu ques-
tions the experienced of every mind may be
worthy of atreption, n simple statement ol my
motives may not be uninteresting, Having
been induced, during the many years spent by
mo at Rome, to examine into the evidences of
Christiun antiguity in the range of catacomb
monuments, and having approached that study
with o strong sense of the value of these primi-
tive records us the incorrupt and pure espres-
glon ot the mind ot the ancient Chuarch, I have
been finally lea to see that between the pleture
of a pagt reality there presented and the aotusl
religious practice of Rome exists an opposition
affecting essentials — an  irreconcilability, in
short, which I believe no amount ol meenious
erudition, nor argumentation or sophistry, can
ether explain away or harmonize.  Without
entering into controversy, for which I have
peither taste nor voeation, I may indicate two
points especially which I belhweve to be con-
demned, in thelr Roman Catholie seceptance,
by the testimomy of those ancient monuments—
the 1den of an absolute carthly headship to
which all rights and prevogatives converge ln
the successor of 8!, Peter; and the worship,
under whatever modidention, of creatiures, -
plying, of course, thet so promipent in the

lomun sysiem, el whiclh the Blessed Virgin ls
the chjeet- totally wuntinz the support, and
repugnant to the sense, of the evidences de-
duclble from the ranze of eatacomb art and
eplgraphy. ]

S miust own that other consid rations, for
instance, in régard to the Papacy as an instsia-
tion of government, splritaal and temporal, and
tho principlos litely avowed by it, o & mauner
so ¢mphatie; bave bad thelr wought wath me in
leading to & declelon so importaut; but 1t is,
above all, that bedy of monumental proois so
srrikingly Ulustrative of the past, aud which
Rome hersell 18 80 wisely careful to preserve
and studious to mvestigate, thut has 8o iatlu-
eruced me as to canse my !.thnmhmmeM of a re-
lglous prole-slon in which | no Joneer found
peace of mind or intellectual satistaction,  Not
the less do I still appreciate and value much
that 1s beautiful, holy, and uselul in the aystem
I have thus deolared myself againat, and 1 must
continee to belleve thal Rome hus & great task
assigned to her tor the furtherance of Christian
clyilization. Much, however, that presengs
itself to the attention, in the course of & lon
reaidence at that centre, leads—at Jonst has le
me—to the paintul conviction that it 18 rather
the zeal for'::e interests of & potent syatem than
a pure upcompromising love of truth, by which
her ccolesinstical policy l8 animsted, though
wssuredly many pure and trath loving minds

are, and perhaps ever will be, found among her
